Grammer Jan 1933 QST Rationalized Autodyne receiver, "A 3 Tube Receiver = 
of Unusual Performance". The name certainly implies wonderous things. = 
It uses a familiar lineup of 58 rf, 58 det, 56 audio, its clearly 1930's 
period, and its supposed to be a good performer. 


Because I don't have a junkbox I will be buying the parts. I can get = 
the tubes, sockets, coil forms, coil sockets from AES, caps and = 
resistors from Mouser. =20 


I need to buy two Hammarlund MC-35-s 35 pf variable caps or equivalent = 
for the bandspread caps. These particular caps are specified in the QST 
article because they have a tiny bit of 1/4" shaft sticking out the back 
end, which with a bit of modification is used for ganging the two caps = 
together, one in the RF shield and the other one several inches away = 
within in the detector shield. WIth the drum vernier, the caps are = 
mounted at a right angle to the front panel. 


Also looking to buy two panel mount 100 pf variable caps. =20 
How about a type H National vernier, type with metal front, SW-3 rosette = 
knob, Drum vernier behind panel. 


While I'm at it, I'd like to get two National SW-3 or FB-7 type tube = 
shields for the 58's. These have an aluminum cup on the bottom, = 
cylinder, then top cover with hole for plate, then maybe a cover over = 
the plate cap. 


I am going to try and duplicate the article construction as much as = 
possible so the receiver ‘looks like it should' for a 1930's job.
